MADRID, Spain, March 6—(New York
World Cablegram—Specinl  Telegram.)—The
allonce of President MeKinley on the subject
of relntions with Cuba and Spain eavsed con-
slderablo surprise In Madrid, not unmingloed
with satisfaction, The minsterial prees and
government offinials interpret the reticence
a8 a direct Intimation of a desire to continue
friendly relationg on the same loes o8 dur-
Ing the Cleveland-Olney regime, which It la
the earnest desire of the preaent Bpanish
cablinet to do. The unofficlal newspapers and
moat peoplo consider the sllence of the mes-
wige on the Spunish question as a disap-
pointing blow to the Cuban insurgents, Con-
eiderable attention is pald to that part of
thi mesaige which Insists upon due respect
to the rights of American citizens, This 1s
understood to refer to the position of Amerl-
cans In Cuba,

Spain's forelgn minister, the duke of
Totuan, in & long interview recently with
Unied States Minlster Taylor, pave assur-
ance that the Madrld government has tele-
graphed, renewing ts Instrueticns to push
activaly all’ proceedings against foreignets in
Cuba In order to bring the trinl
promptly and to release ns soon ap pogiihle
those prisoncrs agalnst whom nothing can
bo proved. The duke also stated that the
government would Insiet thag tho Cuban au-
thoritles obeerve striclly the stipulutions of
the treaties btetween the United States and
Spaln.  Minister Taylor recognlzel Spain'a
vight to expel forelgners from Cuba.

We goent §3.000,440 to bulld
fh Spain and Enpgland the twenty light-
drzught gunbonts and ateam launches now
jn Cuban waters and four torpedo destroy-
erd, two of which are ropdy and two are Lo
be deliversd in April,  We pald $3,500,000
tor one 7.000-ton armored crulser, bought in
Itnly. The minieter of maring Intends to
ask the Cortes for money to bulld at home or
abroad two battleahips and three armored
orulsers. He will also have to nsk credits
for tho increaso of sailors and murines made
necessary for the coloninl wars and the de
velopment of the navy. Alrendy the nin-

CROWD INCREASES,

The great crowds In front of the execullve
mansion  swelled  to  thousands, They
surged up to the portico surrounding the
doors In solld makses and extending In
hath directions down the long semi-clroular
driveways to the ouler gates.
